The bandit escaped. Two troops of 
cavalry and a squad 
of 
government 


scouts are in pursuit. The coaches left 
the hotel in the usual order at inter- 
vals of a few minutes and were held 
up one after the other as fast as they 
came.in sight. 


The highwayman was stationed at a 


bend in the rond where he was 
in- 


visible from either direction. 
At the 


point of a riflf: he lined uj> 
the 
pas- 


sengers and after relieving them of 
money and valuables allowed them to 
enter the stage and resume their jour- 
ney. 
This performance 
the bandit 


enacted seven times. The 
fact that 


touribts in the narU are not allowed to 
carry weapons made it impossible for 
any of the passengers to offer resist- 
ance. The robber was about 55 years 
eld and weighed in tho vicinity of 140 
pounds. He wore a coat and vest of 
mixed blue arid gray goods and blue 
overalls. 
After holding up 
the 
last 


coach he disappeared Into - the 
hills, 


and it was afterward found that he 
had made his escape on a horse be- 
longing to the transportation company. 


All haste was made back to the inn 


and the ride in the six-horse coach at 
full speed to give, the alarm was not 
the least exciting of the morning's in- 
cidents. -The soldiers encamped at the 
Thumb station were immediately noti- 
fied and a messenger was dispatched 
to the camp of soldiers on the West 
Gallatin river at the west boundarv- 
of the park.

charges as the counsel saw fit to pre- 
pare without real knowledge even of 
the contents of.such charges, and In 
absolute Ignorance as to their truth or 
falsehood, and the counsel himself Is 
forced to admit that he had no greater 
knowledge or information than they. 
"It seems probable to me that the 


temperamental qualities of Mr. Jerornu 
have tended to bring upon him thjs 
situation in some degree. A certain self 
confidence and contempt of the opinion 
of other men; a certain rashness of 
expression to the verge of recklessness; 
a certain delight in the exercise of his 
acuteness of mind and vigor of ex- 
pression; and a certain impatience of 
criticism, I think, have made men feel 
more eager to attack him, than they 
otherwise would have. But these qual- 
ities of mind are not a Just occasion 
for such charges as have been pre- 
sented here and have no real material- 
ity In this investigation, while the fact 
remains that with the publicity of his 
life, the frankness, not to say Impru- 
dence, of his self expression were per- 
fectly familiar to the people 
of 
the 


county of New- York. 


"Certainly, 
in no 
Ignorance as to 


them, but fully cognizant thereof, their 
choice of him for another term in the 
important position of district attorney 
In that county furnishes the most em- 
phatic and conclusive evidence that 
these were not regarded as sufficient 
reasons for at all modifying their de- 
sire that he should be their prosecuting 
officer for four years more." 


Referring to the re-election of Dis- 


trict Attorney Jerome, Commissioner 
Hand says In part: 


"The unreasonable expectation of tha 


crowd has been impossible of gratifi- 
cation, ami therefore, as Is too common 
to excite surprise In any student ol 
human 
nature, many who shouted 


loudest for Mr. Jerome are now full of 
bitterness toward him. because he has 
not done what they desired and ima- 
gined he would be able to. With this 
feeling, no regard is had for what he 
has done; no appreciation of the dif- 
ficulties ot doing; but the one thing oc- 
cupying their minds has been that all 
which they have desired and hoped 
for hns not been accomplished, and Mr. 
Jerome meets with tbe common fate 
of an Idol of the people." 


Governor Hughes will examine tho 


testimony and Commissioner Hand's 
report before iaking any action.
